+ Sensational charges involving Lieut. 
Gov. Barratt O’Hara and other state offi- 
cials are contained in the amended bill 
which will be filed in the Circuit court 
of @angamon county thie morning by J. 
B. Fergus of Ohicago. It was a bill filed 
by Mr. Fergus some five months ago that 
tied up bundreds of thousands of dollars 
of state funds which were being eagerly 
awaited by hundreds of jobhoiders. 

Probably the most serious oharge in- 
volving O Hara contained in the amended 
bill is one concerning a trick or device 
which, it ie alleged, was planned where- 
by the treasury of the state of Iilfnols 
Was to be depleted of the sum of $19,000." 
According to the bill, which was dran 
by Attorney Payette S. Munro, O’Haraat 
tre last session of the legislature en- 
deavored to secure an appropriation of

white slave committee. 

Bill Charges a “Trick.” 

During the session, declares the bill, “ it 
became apparent that the appropriation 
would never pasa the lower house of the 
legislature. Then, according to the com- 
plaint, came the trick or device.”’ 
The said scheme and plan so intended 
to be carried out and so consummated,” 
reads the Fergus bill, “was to secure 
youchers in the names of certain dum- 
mies for certain pretended services ren- 
,dered to the state of Hindi and said | 
vouchers to apparently represent the ex- 
penditure of money.” 
The dummies selected, declares the com- 
plaint, were F. H. O'Mara, brother of the 
lieutenant governor; Charles F. Trick, 
Claiborne 8.

H. O'Hara, it is charged, secured a vouch- 
er for §5,500 before the adjournment of 
the session. . 

O'Hara Gets Vouchers. 

The other vouchers, eight in number,

Explosion Precedes Destructive 
Fire in Establishment Sup- 


plying Belllgerent.

Madison, Wis. Dec. 1-—Fire, delleved to 
have deen caused by an explosion, de- 
stroyed the plant of the French Battery 
and Carbon éompany, 120 South Dick- 
ingon street, late tonight entailing a 
oss of $100,000. 

In addition to the plant of the Battery 
company, three railroad cars were burned, | 
and the factory of the Northern Elec 
trio company, adjoining, was also dam- 
aged by flames. 

Just before the blase we discovered 
paasere-by the plant heard an explosion. 
Shortly afterward, flames were seen 
shooting from the plant and by the time 
the fire department arrived the entire 
building was burning. 

The French Battery and Carbon com- 
pany, which manufactures dry cell bat- 
teries, has a large business in the United 
States and Europe. Since the beginning 
of the war, it has been supplying the 
allies with large stocks. 

No Clew to Du Pont Disaster. 

Wilmington, Dei., Dec. 1.—Nothing de- 
veloped today that would throw any light 
on the cause of yesterday's explosion 
at the Du Pont black powder plant, near 
here, Officials of the Du Pont company 
after an all day investigation by a large 
force of detectives deny the disaster 
was the work of an outside agency, An 
official statement issued tonight says: 

“We have no ground to suspect the 
explosion was the result ef anything 
other than an accident. The whole thing 
is shrouged in mystery. Unfortunately 
those who might have knowlege of the 
cause are dead. Many sensational rumors 
have been current, 

“No placards giving warning of 
planned lone were posted at Car- 
ney’s Point, N. J., or along the Brand 
wine ere. Neither waa an elec- 
tric wife discovered leading to the plant 
from the opposite side of the creek, as was 
reported. The company has no reason 
to place any credence in reports that the 
disaster was the deliberate work of any- 
one inside or outside the works.”

-- @rangement, but a sex war, a rebellion against the 


dominance of the male. The anti is for them a 
traitor to her sex. Her position is not reasonable. 
A writer of the New Republic puts a new face 
on the matter. The anti is, perhaps, the most 


reasonable of all women. Where other women 
‘have failed to find their positions in life she has 


been successful. She does not have to talk about 
economic independence, or commercial acumen. She 
bas learned successfully the art of being a woman, 
or at any rate a lady, It ig a difficult thing to learn. 


Its technique defies formulation and fraud is easily 


detected. She has come to preéminence by careful 
training and she knows her job, She is the orna- 
mental head of the household and to her ts rele 
gated most of the business of keeping up the pres- 
tige of her husband’s position. 

It is but natural, it might be contended, that she 
should resent the attempt on the part of her so- 
clally less successful sisters to make political in- 
telligence important among woman’s qualifications.

It 
was at first thought this might be cut to flash and 
left in, but as Romeo was supposed not to have been 


properly introduced to Juliet at this time, the censors 


after debating the point an hour voted unanimously 
against any compromise, : 8 
Act II., scenes 1 and 2, cut out everything after 
flash showing Romeo in lane by Oapulet's orchard. 
The censors decided after some debate that there 
was no harm in Romeo's being in the lane. It was 
suggested that this be shortened to a flash so as not 
to allow attention of children to become fixed upon 
the orchard, This eliminates a subtitle “ He jests at 
scars that never felt a wound,” a very dangerous 
suggestion for the young, savoring too much of mili- 
tarism.

The 
only way to right matters is to find out precisely 
what is wrong. Patting each other on the back will 
not do any one any good.

to belief, England has just missed adding à fas- 
cinating myth to her ancient collection. For if the 
English have not called upon the Lord during the 
conflict as much as Russia and Germany, they could 
not resist St. George and his celestial bowmen. 

It seems that during the withdrawal from Mons, 
during the first few months of the war, the small 
English army did not retreat as fast as the French, 
and the rear guard actions fell particularly hard on 
one division of the British. They were opposing 
overwhelming numbers. At the crisis, when there 
were but a handful of the English left in one 
salient, one soldier called upon St. George. It was 
almost five hundred years to the day since the 
bettle of Agincourt, when St. George is reputed to 
have come to the rescue of his patrons. The 
celestial bowmen proved effective. The advancing 
Germans were repulsed. | 

This story, with variations, has penetrated every 
corner of England. It was seized upon with fervor 
during those dark days, and seems to have given 
effective consolation. _ 

But, unfortunately for those who incline to be- 
lieve the story, Mr. Arthur Machen acts as a kind 
of watchdog of agnosticism and incredulity. His 
book, “The Bowmen and Other Legends of the 
War,” is just published. Mr. Machen, it appears, 
was the author of the story in the first place. It 
was, he asserts, entirely the product of his imagina- 
tion. He thonght it up one day in church. He 
appears distressed, though flattered, that it should 
have been taken so seriously, that the people have 
shown so universal a disposition to believe it in 
every particular. | 

Myths and legends have such a hard time now- 
edays, with vigilant authors and juries ready to try 
the merits of any case of occultism, that it is 
rather a pity Mr. Machen did not suppress himself 
in favor of his work. For actually it was not he 
who made it, but the desire of the hard headed

THE PERILS OF GARMENT 
MAKING. 
F you want to keep in good health, 
free from disease and neither lame, 
halt, nor blind, become a lion tamer, 
a policeman, fireman, or even a sol- 
er, but do not become « garment 
maker. Such one would conclude from 
reading “ Public Health Bulletin, No. 71: 
A Btudy of Garment Makers in New York 
City.“ 

The place where the study was made is 
of no consequence. A study of garment 
makers in Chicago or New Orleans would 
show about the same result. Of the 8,000 
garment makers critically examined, only 
sixty were found entirely free from phys- 
foal defect or disorder; 2,040 had some 
thing wrong. The average man wae not 
content to have one disorder, The 2,040 
hed 18,407 Gefects—an average of over 

defects to the person. 


A large part of the garment workers are 
Jews. Jews are not very subject to con- 


This commission found that eoneump- 
tion was ten times as prevalent among 
male garment workers and three times 
as prevalent among the women who work 
at the trade as it is among soldters— 
further proof that the trade somehow 
makes for consumption. 


-o 

Dr. Hunt and Mies Buck, in thetr book, 
“ The Work of Our Hands,” suggeete that 
convalescent consumptives work at gar- 
ment making. Which means, of course, 
in their opinion there is a proper way to 
do garment work, in spite of the wide 
prevalence of an improper way. 

The worst features of the standard 
methods of garment making were the fol- 
lowing: The air was dusty, and probably 
also bad from the standpoint of heat, 
moisture, and freshness. The dust was 
fiy (fiber) and floor dirt. 

The garment workers have bad postural 
habite. They slop down on the floor or 
they slouch over a bench. They stoop. 
they bend over, they develop curvature of 
the spine, their organs sag down in their 
bellies. Though they work hard, their 
muscles get very little exercise. In con- 
sequence, their muscles are soft and 
flabby and their abdomens sag. 

By reason of their sedentary habits and 
their indoor life they do not burn up 
enough food to keep their tissues well 
nourished. They suffer from eye strain, 
and thus add to their physical overload. 

A special study of the illumination of 
garment factories showed that bad mu- 
mination injured the eyes of most of the 
workers. As garment workers do not 
wear glasses where the eye defect ls slight 
the effects of eye strain were great. The 
hours were long and the wages were low. 
It followed that there were necessarily 
many uncared for bodily defecta.

CAUSES OF PNEUMONTA. 
J. C. writes: Will you please tell me 
in your health column what causes pneu- 
monia and how it is contracted?” ~ 


REPLY. 

The pneumonia which comes with a chill, fol- 
lowed by high fever, in which there is rusty 
#sputum and which lasts seven days—this form 
of pneumonia ie due to a coccus called the 
pneumococeus. This coccus is breathed tn. 
It 1e absorbed into the blood from the nose. 
While circulating tn the blood it causes inflam- 
mation of the lungs. 

Sometimes pneumonia runs in epidemics and 
is contagious in the same sense that emallpox 
is. In most cases of pneumonia the element 
of contagion is less of a factor than the 
bodily state of the person attacked. Over- 
eating, getting drunk, stopping in an over- 
heated, overcrowded place, exposure to cold

Palace of Venice at Rome. 

| One of the very first matters which are 
being brought before the national legis- 
lature at Rome this month is a measure 
proposed by the government providing 
for the confiscation of the palace in ques- 
tion, which was built almost entirely with 
stones taken for the purpose from the 
Coliseum by Pope Paul II. in 1464. In 
1560 it wae presented by Pope Pius IV. 
to the republic of Venice and from that 
time forth until the end of the eighteenth 
century it was used by the republic as 
the residence of its ambassadors to the 
holy see. 

When by the treaty of Vienne in 1814 
Venice passed into the possession of the 
Austrian empire the ownership of the 
Palace of Venice at Rome went along 
with it, and was thenceforth until 
the beginning of the present war the 
headquarters of the Austrian embassies 
to the holy see and to the court of the 
quirinal, 


— 

When at the close of the war of 1800 
Austria was obliged to consent to the sur- 
render of the city and province of Venice 
Ro Italy, the Palace of Venice at Rome 
‘was to have been included therein. Aus 
tria, however, was reluctant to give it up, 
and therefore tnquired whether the late 
King Victor Emmanuel II. would not 
prefer instead the so-called Iron Crown 
of the ancient kings of the Lombards. 
Wictor Emmanuel, having already at his 
disposal more than a hundred pal 
which had belonged to the rulers the 
numerous petty sovereign states inte 
which the peninsula was formerly divided 
until they were amalgamated into the 
nited kingdom of Italy, chose the Iron 
Crown as the oldest and in the eyes of 
all Italians the most sacred emblem of 
Itallan sovereignty. 

It is more of a sacred relic than any 
ordinary plece of royal regalia or crown 
Jewel, for it is over a thousand yeare 
old, and the gold band which forms 
diadem is lined in the interior with an 
extremely narrow circiet of iron, which is, 
according to pious tradition, one of the 
nalls with which the founder of Chris- 
tianity was fastened to the cross on Gok 
gotha, and which was brought back from 
the Holy Land in the early part of the 
fourth century by St. Helena, mother of 
Emperor Constantine the Great. 

One of Austria's principal orders of 
knighthood bears the name of the 
Crown and the badge of the ated he 
formed by a reproduction of the Iron 
Crown of the Lombards, surmounted by 
the Byzantine double headed eagle. Curi- 
ously enough, it was founded by Emperor 
Napoleon on the occasion of his crowning 
himself at Milan in 1806 as king of Italy 
with the Iron Crown of the Lombards. 
In 1814, when Austria obtained posseasion 
of Milan and of Lombardy along with 
the Iron Crown, her emperor, Francis I. 
adopted the Order of the Iron Crown as 
an Austrian honor, and so it still remains 
today, although the Iron Crown itself is 
now owned by the reigning house of Italy.

Yorkshire, through the death of his 
father, Sir William, who in his younger 
days was a papal souave, and as such 
took part in the battle of Mentana against 
the Garibaldians and in the defense of 
Rome in 1870. He married one of the 
Welds of Lulworth castle tn Dorsetshire, 
which in the early part of the nineteenth 
century furnished one of the English car- 
dinals to the Roman Catholic church 
since the days of the reformation. Need- 
less to add that Sir Leonard Vavasour 
is a Roman Catholic, as becomes a god- 
son of Pope — IX. 

The Vavasours of Hazlewood descend 
from that Mauger le Vavasseur of Nor- 
man extraction, who obtained from 
Henry I. the grant of Hazlewood castle 
and of extensive lands in Yorkshire. 
The family became extinct in the male 
line through the death unmarried in 18246 
of Sir Thomas Vavasour of Hazlewood 
castle. He devised the latter and his 
estates to a cousin, the Hon. Edward 
Stourton, younger son of the sixteenth 
Lord Stourton. He assumed on seucceed- 
ing to Hazlewood castie the name and 
armorial bearings of Vavasour, in ac- 
cordance with the requirements of the: 
testator’s will, and was created a baronet. 
Sir Leonard is the fifth baronet of the 
line, and has a brother and three sisters, 
this trio being nuns. 

Haziewood castle was already the home 


—~- 
of the Vavasours before the building of 
the present Minster of York in 1290. 
For it is a matter of historic record that 
the stone used in the construction of 
the Cathedral of York came from the 
Thieves Gill quarry, situated on the 
Hazlewood estate, and was donated for 
the purpose by the then owner of Hazle- 
wood castle, Sir William le Vavasseur. 

The Vavasours may be said to be in- 
debted for their name to their rank in 
the aristocracy. In olden times the lat- 
ter was divided, according to Bracton, 

to “emperors, kings and princes, 
counts, barons, vavasseurs and knights. 
In the Canterbury Tales the word 
vavasour, or vavasseur, is used in the 


dignity to a baron but superior to a 
knight—a sort of subvassal— and this in- 
terpretation is borne out by the fact that 
Sir Mauger le Vavasseur, the Norman 
founder of the family, ts mentioned in 
Doomsday Book as being subvassal 
to the Earl of Northumberland in re- 
@pect to a considerable number of 
manors and estates. 

Until 1912 there was another Vavasour 
baronetcy, owned by old Sir Henry Mer- 
vin Vavasour of Spaldington, in York- 
shire, who represented a junior branch 
of the house, which became extinct 
through his death at the age of 99. 


— 

Some two or three years previously the 
fact was brought to light that neither 
the British peerage nor yet its’baronetage 
had ever produced a centenarian. Sir 
Henry Vavasour was thereupon discov- 
ered to be the very oldest baronet, and 
was found to be so hale and vigorous 
that numerous bets were made not only 
im his native county of Yorkshire but 
also in London clubiand that he was safe 
to pass the hundredth milestone. Indeed. 
the wagers for and against this prob 
ability assumed altogether phenomena) 
proportions, and many of the bettors 
endeavored to protect themselves by 
taking out Insurance at Lioyds, in Lon- 
don, hoth against and in favor of his 
dying before he reached the century 
mark.

He was a judge of the Circuit court and 


assigned to Appellate court duty, and was 
a member of the Loyal Legion, a mem- 
ber of the Grand Army of the Republic, 
a member of my club, the Hamilton, and 
a member of the Union League club. He 
was a literary man, Judge Waterman, 
and his wife were both persone of a decid- 
ed literary turn and delighted to have lit- 
erary persons and artists and musicians 
at their home, and they had a very pleas- 
ant place, a large house, and entertained 
a good deal of company at that time. 
While Mr. Munger was at the sanita- 
rium he learned that Hudson had estab- 
lished himself temporarily in Bosten and

“ When I went to the judge’s house he 
came into the parlor, and he ap- 
peared as to his dress and deport- 
ment much as he always had. He 
was neatly attired, and greeted me. 
He didn't know me. 
pleasantly, but showed no sign of recog- 
nition at all. He was curious to know 
who I was. And after we had talked a 
while I told him who I was, and he then 
said that he had known Dr. Moyer (my- 
self). i 

He didn’t seem to associate my own 
personality with Dr. Moyer. All at 
once his blank face brightened up and he

“Then we Grifted into a discussion 
of his estate I could get no clear idea 
of his effairs—what property he had— 
and it finally came out the packers” 
owed him $48,000.

He said investigation showed that elim- 
inating the banking, railroad, and public 
utilities corporations there are about 250,- 
000 business corporations in the country. 
Of these 100,000 produce no net incomes, 
90,000 have a net income of less than 
$5,000 a Year, and only the 60,000 remain- 
ing make $5,000 a year or over. Of this 
last class 20,000 have sales annually of 
less than $100,000; 20,000 sell goods worth 
from $10000 to $250,000; 10,000 from a 
quarter to half a million dollars; 5,000 
from half a million to a million dollars. 
4,500 from §1,000,000 to $5,000,000, and 
only 462 corporations do an annual busi- 
ness of $5,000,000 or more. 4 

“ These figures exhibit a condition that 
has existed for many years, he con- 
tinued. They show conclusively that 
big business, while important, constitutes 
a small fraction of thetrade and industry 
of the United States. They make clear 
that there is an unduly large proportion 
of unsuccessful business concerns.”’

Australia is said 
to have booked tonnage for 2,500,000 bu 
to be shipped in February. Rates from 
beth Argentina and Australia have ad- 


vanced still more. 


Traders Recall 1914 Bulge. 


Traders recall that it was about one 
year ago that the big advance in Decem- 
ber wheat started. Conditions are not 


the same this year, as Canada has a big 


surplus, whereas a year ago it had Mttle 
to sell. On the other hand, the poor qual- 
ity. of American winter wheat offsets the 


effect of the big spring wheat crop to a 
large extent. 

Receipts were 8 cars, with primary re- 
eeipts of 3.251.000 bu, compared to 1.542. 


000 bu a year ago. Northwest cars were 


1,748, compared to 568 cars a year ago. 
Winnipeg bad 1,219 cara, compared to 286 
ears a year ago. Clearances for the day 
were 1,176,000 bu.
